THE FLOODS. 


Deplorable Condition of the City 
of Cincinnati. 


a 
_— 


The Rain Swelling the Rivers--The Sufferiig 
and Distress--The Situation All Over the 
Flooded Districts. | 


CINCINNATI, February 14.—An additional 
gloom spread over the people this morning, 
caused by the fact that the river after falling 
to sixty-four feet ten and three-fourths 
inches, began to rise under the influence of 
steady, hard rain. The rain has advanced 
from the west, thus ghecking the fall, and 
extends this morning as far as Pittsburg. 
Unless it stops speedily there is no hope of 
the river receding, while the gravest fears 
are entertained that the great height 
reached yesterday will be surpassed. The 
rain seriously embarrasses the work of the 
relief committee, but they are doing all they 
can to distribute food. Soup houses 
will be opened to-day in various 
parts of the city to feed those able to get 
to them. Bishop Elder has ordered all the 
Catholic churches to be thrown open to ac- 
commodate the homeless, and sends a circu- 
lar to the churches to-day asking contribu- 
tions to be sent to the Chamber of Commerce 
and City Council Relief Committees. The 
stnking fund trustees will advance money on 
the bonds yesterday authorized by the Legis- 
lature, so that relief will be prompt. Many 
| cases of extreme destitution are reported by 
| the relief boats, and in some cases the 
/FRANTIC CRIES OF STARVING CHILDREN 
| for food is heartrending. The bakers not 
inundated are pressed to their fullest ca- 
pacity to keep up the supply of bread. There 
have been some fears of a meat famine, on 
account of the difficulty of receiving live 


stock, but several thousand of the res- 
cued distillery cattle can be utilized in case 
of necessity. 


BOYS DROWNED. 

CINCINNATI, February 14.—The river is 
rising at the rate of aninch anda half an 
hour. It stood sixty-five feet one inch anda 
half at 12 0’clock. Itis warm and still rain- 
ing. Reports both up and down the river 
show rain, ‘The river is falling at Ports- 
mouth and Maysville, slowly at the latter 
p'ace. The first authentic report concerning 
the loss of life at the Cincinnati Southern 
Depot yesterday was made to-day to the po- 
lice at Olive Street Station by Herman 
Wilsbereg, a boy living at 17 
Wilstach street. He says he 
and his brother Joseph, with thirteen other 
boys, were on the platform when the water 
broke through M n avenue; that the en- 
tire party were thrown into the water; that 


he swam,.to Gest street, noes and went 
liototthet his brother’and ali the other boys 
were drowned. He does not know the names 
of the other boys, no other reports of miss- 
ing boys have been made to the police. 
INDIANAPOLIS. 
INDIANAPOLIS, IND., February 14.—It has 
been raining here since midnight, most of the 
time hard. Pogue’s Run has again over- 
flowed. and this morning was up to Mary- 
land street, two squares. The Union Rail- 
road Company’s tracks are under water for 
several squares east of the Union Depot. 
Many cellars on Madison street are filled 


with water. The following private 
telegram. ‘was received this morning 
from Jeffersonville, Ind.: “Our city 


is flooded from twoto twenty feet deep. 
Five thousand of our best people are made 
homeless, many of whom have lost all they 
have onearth. <A large number of cottage 
houses in the lower partof the city are 
swept away, hundreds of people are quar- 
tered in the second-stories and business 
houses. Food is sent to them in skiffs. The 
filth of hundreds of out-houses is floating on 
the raging waters. The scenes of suffering 
are appalling. It is still raining and the 
river is rising. The loss _ will reach 
over half a million. My family, 
with my neighbors, are submerged. Tell 
printers to publish this, ask relatives and 
all who will contribute to form a relief 
committee and send us what financial aid 
you can.”

GUILFORD, 

this side of Lawrenceburg: They are mov- 
ing the people out of Hardentown as fast as 
possible. The rains will raise the Miami 
and White rivers and threatens to do much 
damage at Lawrenceburg if the rain contin- 
ues much longer. The car of provisions 


from Indianapolis was got to 
the people at Lawrenceburg in 
tolerable good condition. Think 


if the rain continues the people will have to 
leave Lawrenceburg. No lives lost so far as 
can be learned. The water is six feet dee 
at the forks of Tanner’s Creek at Guilford, 
Indiana. The operator at Lawrenceburg 
junction reports this morning the river rose 
one inch and a half since morning. We have 
bad heavy rain since 6 o’clock this morning. 
‘Tanner’s Creek is very high, and it is rain- 
ing hard yet. 
AT NEW ALBANY. 

CHICAGO, February 14.—A New Albany, 
Ind., special says: The loss by the flood here 
is not less than a quarter of a million dollars. 
No lives were lost. The farmers along the 
Ohio suffer greatly, many losing their entire 
crops. Six hundred families are houseless 
and many destitute. Manufactories are 


stopped. 

AT CLEVELAND. 
CLEVELAND, February 14.—Once more the 
ground is covered with ice. Rain is faing 

srombsing to continue at least twenty hours. 

The river is rising and another deluge 1s 
feared. The men are busy anchoring luinber 
piles on the flats, and this afternoon the ice 
and driftwood gorges which obstruct the 
river at several points, will be blown. up 
with dynamite. Every practicable precau- 
tion is being taken against damage from the 
overiiow which threatens. 

LOUISVILLE. 
LOUISVILLE, February 14.—The river is 
41 feet 6 inches, and rising one inch an hour. 
Reports from the upper gin of rain and 
acontinued rise in the Ohio tributary 
creeks, create immense excitement. Busi- 
ness is practically at a stand-still. No boats 
arrive or depart. The trains on the railroads 
are irregular; many have stopped entirely. 
Old river men predict that if the river does 
not soon recede, the water will cut across the 
east end and surround the _ entire 
city. The wildest estimates of the damage 
to property continue to be made. Nobody 
knows What estimate should be made, Noth- 
ing further is known regarding the loss of 
life by the cut-off disaster, owing to the im- 
possibility of entering the houses, save by 
means of divers. The people are on the 
streets. The flood is the only subject of dis- 
cussion. It is generally agreed the loss of 
life has not been extraordinarily large.

THe concert of the Musical Union at Ar- 
mory Hali on February 20th, for the benefit 
of the sufferers by the floods in Germany, is 
something more than a mere musical event, 
although its programme leaves nothing to be 
desired from a musical point of view. It 
will be generally considered as an interna- 
tional courtesy, and as an expression of 
the sympathy between the suffering country 
and our citizens, without regard to nation- 
ality. 


THE Chicago City Council has been con- 
sidering the question of passing an ordinance 
requiring the street railroads to furnish seats 
to all persons who pay their fare. Here, in 
St. Louis, we not only pay sitting-down 
prices for a stand-up squeeze, but we are 
obliged to act as conductors and collectors 
on the bob-tail cars and are meekly thankful 
when the driver stops within an athletic 
jump of the crossing. 


JUST as we were complimenting the House 
at Washington City on the improvement in 
its tone and temper, two honorable gents 
calleach other liars and threaten personal 
violence, as if they were prominent citizens 
of St. Louis discussing a street railroad char- 
ter or acorn deal. We regret, deeply regret, 
the appearance in Congress of ‘“‘the Crested 
Jay-hawk of the Mountains,” and trust that 
the thrilling questions of the duty on qui- 
nine and revolvers and the polariscope test 
on sugar shall be passed on without blood- 
shed. 


Mr. RAHILL, of Minnesvta, is an anti- 
monopolist who attacks the bloated corpora, 
tions in a sensible manner. He proposes to 
prohibit by legislation the issuing of free 
passes tothe members of the Legislature, 
State officers, members of Congress or 
Judges of the courts. In St. Louis we suc- 
ceeded in cutting the dead-head list off from 
the street railroads, and although it has not 
perceptibly improved the morality of street 
railroad management, it was an improve- 


ment worthy of imitation. 


Tne public school question will not 
down, The school dev@tees are not satisfied , 
with the present situation—kindergartens, 
German, all the sciences, and most of the 
accomplishments being taught free—but 
insist upon the establishment of a Public 
Library and the consequent increase of taxes, 
although the present taxes yield to the 
schools about one million per annum. Their 
opponents are equally clamorous for a re- 
duction of the taxes and a restriction of the 
present curriculum. They say it is both 
illegal and wrong to make A nurse and ed- 
ucate B’s children beyond the plain English 


insist that the present system is, to them, a 
grievous tyranny, since their religion, 
whether right or wrong, forbids them to 
send their children to other than Catholic 
schools, andwtherefore that they not only 
nurse and educate their own children, but 
are forced to pay for the nursing and educa- 
tion of their neighbors’ families as well 4s 
their own. Discussion makes matters worse, 
for it is plain that two. parties so widely 
apart, each honest in their intentions and 
views, cannot be reconciled. 

Under these circumstances would it not be 
well to await the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Roacu case? If that-high tri- 
bunal should extinguish the kindergarten 
‘and cut off the teaching of foreign languages, 
etc., the taxes may and should be reduced. 
And if the court allows the School Board to 
do as it pleages, then, and not until then, the’ 
question of increasing the taxes may be agi- 
tated. 


THE MILITIA BILL. 

On general principles we are in favor of any- 
thing that will help to make the great State 
of Missouri boom, and that will help her se- 
curity at.,home and her good name abroad, 
and in particular we are glad to hear that 
the Legislature is favorably disposed towards 
a militia bill. 

Of the merits of such a bill, it is hardly 
worth while toargue at this late day. While 
no one claims that there is any actual or im- 
minent danger to the State which should cal: 
for the interposition of thé militia, every one 
recognizes that the existence of a reasonable 
force is a kind of an insurance policy such as 
prudent men take out on their lives and prop- 
erty, paying a reasonable premium therefor. 

Experience has shown that there is no 
other way to secure a State militia unless 
the State pays a partof the expense of it. 
Local companies may spring up here and 
there and drill and parade, but if the autbor- 
ity of the State has not been displayed in the 
shape of a militia appropriation these com- 
panies wfll do more harm than good by prov- 
ing a broken staff when tne State tries to de- 
pend on them. They will disregard its 
claims to authority and leave it in the lurch 
just at the time when they are most needed. 

The bill already introduced into the 
House by Mr. JONES, and into the Senate 
by Mr. RopGERS, gives the State the utmost 
benefit of the militia at the least possible 
cost. T'welve thousand dollars a year isa 
very trifling amount to pay fora thorough 
and effective militia system, and the Legisla- 
ture willshow a commendable welfare for 
the interest of the State if it passes the 
bill. 


THE SITUATION IN FRANCE. 

The death of GAMBETTA, the manifesto of 
NAPOLEON V., a8 he calls himself, and the 
activity of the Orleanist and Legitimist fac- 
tions in France, coming on the eve of a gen- 
eral election, have compelled the Govern- 
ment to act. 

Unless the Republic can maintain its 
authority with a firm hand it must go down 
in chaos and bloodshed, and France will be 
again subjected to a monarchic rule, only to 
be overthrown after another bloody revolu- 
tion. 

The first and paramount duty of every gov- 
ernment is to maintain itself. ‘The right to 
exist involves the right of self-defence, and 
the existence of the Republic is imperiled by 
the pretensions of the self-exiledBourbon, of 
the mock-loyal Orleans Princes and of the 
boasting BONAPARTE Who misuses the pro- 
tection of the Republic to menace its exist- 
ence. If it were a mere question of a 
change of the form of government by a con- 
stitutional appeal to the freely-spoken wish 
of the people, the Republic could well afford 
to stand or fall by. that ordeal, but no such 
appeal is possible, The endof the Republic, 
which the pretenders desire, can come only 
from plots and treason. 

This itis the duty of the Republic to pre- 
vent, and any measures that are necessary 
for that purpose are justified by the situm 
tion. If Prince NAPOLEON is strong enough 
to be dangerous let him be banished, or im- 
prisoned, or shot, if need be. His life is worth 
no more than any one of the millions of lives 
he would sacrifice to his ambition. If the 
Orleanist Princes will not give loyal support 
to the Republic they have no business in the 
service of the Republic; if they cannot give 
security that they will not attempt to plunge 
the country into ggyolition they should not 
be allowed in the colitty;**;,, 

In the old Roman day$wh@the Republic 
was endangered the Consuls were entrusted 
with power to provide that the Republic 
should suffer no harm “ne quid respublica. 
detrimenti caperet.””. The French Republic 
owes to itself the duty of self-preservation 
quite as strongly and urgently now. 


GREAT EXPECTATIONS. 

The law is generally supposed to be a pro- 
saic, pragmatic and unimaginative calling. 
yet there are few days that pass without 
some imaginative attorney discovering a nest 
of heirs who are clearly entitled to at least 
a hundred miilions of dollars and who only 
need the services of an acute attorney to se- 
cure the fullamount. The favorite locality 
for discovering these heirs’ nests is in the 
Bank of England, which now holds at a low 
calculation some two thuusand millions of 
dollars belonging to the honest and hard- 
working American descendants of long-for- ‘ 
} gotten but once bloated Britons. Inasmuch 
as the bank makes no report of any such 
sum it is probable that the directors 
have been using it for gambling and 
speculative purposes, and it would surprise 
nobody to discover that Queen VicrorIA 
and DISRAELI and others had been taking 
flyers in stocks with American money. But 
of course if this can be proved against them 
the money can be recovered. 

It is well known that the vest part of New 
York belongs to the heirs of ANNEKE'Jans, 
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great ardd_sinall, belong to somebody else, 
and that doubt will cloud the title to St. 
Louis until we bury one of our most distin- 
guished ° citizens, who, inherited with 
his Spanish title a great many Span- 
ish claims. But up to date nothing has 
been realized from any of these gigantic 
inheritances. VANDERBILT and GOULD and 
the AsTors sti!l maintain their supremacy as 
millionaires unimpaired, and there is reason 
to believe that the new heirs to these old es- 
tates will make more money working for 
wages than by listening to the blandish- 
ments of the genealogists who have discov- 
ered unerring proof of the validity of their 


titles. 


A WINDFALL, 

Col. Tom OcurLtTREE’s election to Con- 
gress from the Seventh Texas District last 
fall was regarded as a joke. His national 
reputation as the Red Romancer of the 
Southwest and the fact that he had been 
United States Marshal for the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Texas under GRANT made it some- 
what problematical whether his election as 
an Independent was a joke on the Demo- 
crats, on the Republicans or on the country 
at large. It now seems to be working out as 
a pretty rough joke on Col. Tom OCHILTREE 
himself. His pay as Congressman begins to 
ron on the 4th of March next, and 
during the two succeeding years he 
will be entitled to draw about $12,000 for 
salary, mileage and stationery. But the law 
provides that ‘‘no money shall be paid to 
any person for his compensation who is in 
arrears to the United States, until he has 
accounted for and paid into the Treasury all 
sums for which he may be liable;” and an- 
other provision makes it the duty of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to withhold pay- 
ment of legally allowed claims while the 
claimant isin any manner indebted to the 
United States. The United States holds an 
unsatisfied judgment for $13,000 against Col, 
OCHILTREE, he having been adjudged short 
in his accounts with the Government as U. 
S. Marshal. He claims that the payments 
made by him and his deputies, which 
the court refused to allow, as contrary to 
law, mere made in good faith for the sup- 
pression of Kuklux and With the approval of 
Attorney-General WILLIAMS, and he there- 
fore asks that he be allowed to satlsfy the 
outstanding judgment for $13,000 by the 
payment of $500... Unless Congress shall 
pass some special act for his relief, Col. 
OCHILTREE Will have to look elsewhere than 
to the Treasury for means of subsistence 
while serving in the Forty-eighth Congress. 
As that body will have a large majority of 
Democrats, there is not much likelihood that 
it will manifest a burning eagerness to foot 
the illegal expenses of Attorney-General 
WILLIAMS’ old Kuklux operations, <As a 
joke, the OCHILTREE election appears to 
be worth to our Uncle Samuel about $12,000 
—a very enjoyable sum, indeed. 


Mrs. Louis J. LuLu, the widow of one 
of PINKERTON’S detectives, killed by the 
JAMES-YOUNGER gang in the Monagaw 
woods of this State in 1874, writes a letter 
to the New York Herald toecomplain of the 
play entitled ‘Jesse James,” now being 
played through the East. In this remarka- 
ble drama the bandits are made heroes, and 
detectives are kicked, thwarted, bullied and 
held up to derision. The widow says: 

I have not witnessed the horrible play that 
thus disgraces your stage. But the iflaming post- 
ers Which I fain would not see, but which con- 
front me at every step, tell only too well of the 
awful crimes which your people encourage night- 
ly, and from one and another I learn, though I 
would gladly close my ears to all of it, about the 
memory of brave men outraged and their deeds 
despised. I hear of James’ famous ride from 
Kansas City, and see upon the walls the pictures 
of “the detectives’ ride to death”’—a death made 
to appear senseless and ignominious.$ 

The widow LULL is right. No well or- 
dered community should permit the alleged 
drama of “Jesse James, or the Bandit* 
King,” to be played within its confines. It 
is demoralizing in the extreme, adding only 
to the vicious and brutal edueation of hood- 
lums, and is, above all, a disgrace to the 
8tage tor which SHAKSPEARE lived and 
wrote. 


Tue bill offered in the Missouri House 
by Mr. BENTLEY, of this city, providing for a 
Reform School for the criminal youth of the 
State of both sexes, is worthy of considera- 
tion. As to the details of the measure we 
are not prepared to speak. The move is in 
the right direction. Other States have found 
these institutions highly advantageous. The 
Ohio Reform School for boys near Lancas- 
ter is almost self-sustaining. There -are 
scores of incorrigible, vicious and criminal 
youth in our State who might be educated 
and reclaimed in an institution partially 
punitory and wholly reformatory, - and 
ft would be economy on the part of the 
State to thus deal with the classes 
from which dangerous criminals are drawn. 
The State of Missouri is in a prosperous con- 
dition, and the time has come for her to take 
her place with the most advanced States of 
the East in dealing with all classes of unfor- 
tunates. We have not seen the measure sub- 
stituted by the Committee on Benevolent In- 
stitutions for the bill offered by Mr. BENTLEY, 
but it doubtless meets the requirements. Mr. 
BENTLEY deserves thanks for setting the 
good work on foot. 
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It would seem that there is nothing par- 
ticularly extravagant in the request of the 
Missouri Street Railway Company to be per- 
mitted to extend its line to Forest Park. 
The property-holders along the line are 
agreeable, and the proposed route does not 
interfere with any prominent streets or 
drives, We want transportation lines to the 
west in order that our two million Park may 
be made accessible to the people who. have 
helped to pay for it.

Teaching Languages. 
A petition to the State Legislature is now 
being circulated in the city for signatures. 
The document, which explains itself, is as 


follows: 
To the Honorable Thirty-second Genreal As- 
sembly of the State of Missouri: — 

The undersigned citizens of the city of St. 
Louis. irrespective of party, herewith re- 
specttully and earnestly protest A the 
passage of a bill or law prohibiting the 

aching of any living foreign language in 
the public schools of this State, and as rea- 
sons for such protest and remonstrance de- 
clare: 

First—That sueh a law would be an _ in- 
fringement upon the inalienable right of lo- 
cal self-government which the spirit of the 
Constitution certainly guarantees to every 
community in matters appertaining to school 
management. 

Second—That the continuance of foreign 
languages as subjects of study and not as 
mediums of communication in our pubkic 
schouls has done more towards assimilating 
the cosmopolitan population of this growing 
State and Americanizing all of its foreign 
elements than all other agencies combined. 

Third—That, regardless of the real objects 
intended to be accomplished by its authors by 
the adoption of such a law, the real effect 
that will undoubtedly be produced thereby 
is dissension in the ranks of the friends of 
the public schools, and the fostering and 
strengthening of the sectarian and ealente 
schools, in which foreign languages are be- 
ing kant Ss and will always hereafter be 
taught. 

Fourth—That the passage of the proposed 
law will result in the undermining of one of 
the principal foundations of this free Goy- 
ernment, its free public school system, 
which should be permitted to be conduct- 
edt nad carried on as each community deems 
it most favorable for tbe promotion of its 
educational, social and material interests.

A Land of Milk and Honey--The Interests of 


St. Louis--A Journey Ended. 
weg 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 


KIMMSWICK, Mo,, February 13.—At Deni- 
_on, where my last letter was dated, I felt a 
articular degree of interest in the prospect 
ff scanning that “Indian Territory” which 
of late has excited unusual attention from 
the unwarrantable endeavors of a few aggres- 
sive spirits amongst the whites of the fron- 
tier to “enter in and possess it.” And that it 
should be coveted is not at all strange, for a 
* jaunt across it shows it to be one of the finest 
sections of country—all things considered-- 


on the continent. 


But he who visits it for the first time, and 
under the impression that is a savage do- 


main, or in the possession of savages, will be 


agreeabiy disappointed, since along the 
whole route from Texas to Kansas, from the 


Red River to  Chetopa, 250 miles, 
there is not only not a “‘tepee’” to be seen, 


but on the contrary one comes across just 
such thriving villages, towns and stations 


as might be found upon other lines of travel 
inthe vast Southwest. 
what was called the “blanketed Indians’ 


appear to be nowhere compared to their civ- 
ilized and well clad fellows, the whole pop- 
ulation nearly appearing to be made either 
of whites or of shades of complexion so near 
akin that the red man is quite in the back- 


ground as the apparently dominating race. 


The fact seems to be that “civilization” in 
all its penetrating and improving influences 
has made a wider and stronger sweep here 


than is currently supposed, for it is not with- 
out great results. Thusthe leading men of 


these people have sought advance- 
ment for themselves and the 
masses, for it must be borne in 


mind that, as long ago as when the most in- 
tluential of them were made to migrate from 
Georgia, the chiefs had found out the value 
of education and striven to get the benefits 
of it for their people. 

Well, the result is seenin the progress they 
have made. when the traveler through their 
county finds stores, hotels, handsome dwell- 
ings, schools, ete., and even if one is told 
that these are in perhaps a large part the 
result of the presence there of intelligent and 
enterprising white men, it is much that they 


- are willing to be initiated into the ways of 


civilization and advancement, rather than be 
found clinging in their privileged and guar- 
anteed retreat to the traditions and habits of 
barbarism. 

So itis, I repeat, that, advertised on the 
map as the “Indian” Territory, it is a p!eas- 
ant surprise to find it producing and sending 
to market cotton, corn, cattie, and other pro- 
duce of the country, in turn a market for 
large quantities of merchandise in demand 
by other towns and villages in the States ad- 
joining. 

Il have spoken of the desirable and valua- 
ble landsof this part of the country; and 
truly there can be nothing more rich and 
beautiful than the long sweeps of splendid 
prairie covered with the finest grasses, these 
plains bordered now and then with wooded 

,and picturesque ridges and bluffs, giving 
a variety and beauty to successive 
landseapes difficult to describe or imagine. 
Game too, as one dashes onward in the ears, 
is on hand to enliven the scene, deer being 
within view galloping away, and prairie 
chickens, wild geese and ducks frequently 
ilitting across the landscape. 

Some twenty-five stations are passed in 
crossing the Territory, but Atoka, McAllis- 
ter, Luftaula, Muscogee and Vinita appear to 
be the principal of these, and, as intimated 
vied appear well built and thriving vil- 

ages. 

The vicinity of Atoka sees the last of the 
cotton country. coming northwardly, and 
thence, With the finest rolling prairie, a good 


region for mixed farming is seen, 
until we cross the border into 
the southeastern corrier of Kansas, and 


past three or féur stations reach Parsons, a 
large town of some 6,000 inhabitants and the 
center of trade for one of the best farming 
regions in the West.. Parsons has extensive 
railroad and machine shops, several flouring 
milisand a large trade in grain, live stock, 
etc., and is fortunate, further, in having 
plenty of good coai about eight miles from 
the town. 

From this point all the way to St. Louis 
the line of travel bears evidence of a lone- 
settled and flourishing farming country; 
earefully trained hedges dividing many of 
the fields, and large and handsome farm- 
houses showing up on every side.

these letters, but immediately tributary to 
the commercial metropolis of Missouri, they 
and the region they represent are important 
factors in adding to its trade, and are va!ued 
accordingly. 

In reviewing, briefly, the long ronte gone 
over by the writer, the conviction is deep- 
ened that few cities in the world have more 
encouragement to reach out for an infinitely 
valuable trade than St. Louis; sinee from what 
has been shown, one of the richest territories 
on the continent is right at its back, a region 
which, to get at the markets of the world, 
must make St. Louis an important 
factor in all exchanges of produce and mer- 
chandise in a thousand rms.

PNEUMONIA. 


An Increased but Not Alarming Preva- 
lence of the Disease, 


The variable condition of the weather of 
the past month or so, with warm and cold 
days, sleet snow and thaws interspersed, be- 
sides being extremely uncomfortable, has 
been productive of diseases of the acute res- 
piratory kind, and has had a marked effect 
on the mortality record. The rumor has been 
spread that there was an _ alarming 


prevalence of pneumoniain the city. To 
earn what truth there was in the reporta 
Post-DIsPpatrci reporter interviewed 


DR. LUEDEKING, 
physician of the Board of Health. 
‘Is it true, Doctor, that there isan unusual 
prevalence of pneumonia?” was the intro- 


ductory question. 

“No. I don’t know that there is 
for this time of the year. You 
know this is pneumoniaseason. ‘There is al- 
ways anincreasein the latter part of the 
winter and early spring. 1 have taken no 
special notice of any increase; but let us see 
how the record looks. The deaths from 
pneumonia last year were less than for the 
two previous years, and here are the records 
for the weeks in the beginning of this year 
as compared with last year: In the first 
week there are the same number of deaths; 
second week, four more; third week, three 
more; fourth week, three more; fifth 
week, six less, and the sixth week, which 
brings us to the present time, ten more. This 
shows an increase on the whole, for the past 
six weeks, and an increase of ten deaths for 
last week.”’ 

“Is that a very unusual difference?” 

“No, it is net; statistics often jump in that 
way; likely as not the record for this week 
will drop below the average. If this 
weather continues, however, we may ex- 
om an increase of pneumonia and 

‘indred acute respiratory diseases. It is 
very favorable to their prevalence. The 
general reports and statistics, though, do not 
indicate a very great prevalence of pneu- 
monia, and we must modify all statistics, for 
the fact is that physicians are very apt to call 
all similar diseases pneumonia, from 
ignorance or carelessness, when many of the 
cases are not true pneumonia.” 
AMONG THE PHYSICIANS. 

Dr. S. Pollak was questioned about the 
pepett, and he was inciined to treat the idea 
with scorn. He said he knew of no unusual 
prevalence of the disease, although his prac- 
tice was notin that iine. He has had nine 
cases since New Year, but at this time of the 
year such diseases are always common. 

jr. F. L. James said his own practice did 
not indicate any unusual prevalence of 
pneumonia, but that some of his fellow 
physicians had spoken of its frequency in 
the outskirts of the city and among - the 
poorer classes. It was certainly not epidemic 
and the number of cases were not sufficient 
to cause alarm. 

lpr. Henry Van Studdiford stated that he 
had noticed an unusual prevalence of the 
disease, even for the season, but he attrib- 
uted the increase to the damp and 
weather of the past month and a lack of care 
in the people to guard against the evil efiects 
of exposure in such weather.

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CHICAGO’S COMMAND. 
St. Louis Merchants Opposed to 
Chicago’s Dictation.

The Rule Refusing Telegraph Markets to Ex- 
change Members. 


The members of the Merchants’ Exchange 
are far from being a unit in the matter of the 
rule that will be voted upon February 21. 
This rule provides that the markets received 
by telegraph and posted upon the Exchange 
cannot be used for any purpose off the Ex- 
change floor, or placed during business hours 
where they will be accessible to persons not 

“ members of the Exchange. A large number 
of the members seem to think that the rule 
arises from Chicago’s dictation, which is, “If 
you allow our quotations tobe used by 
pucket-shops, we will refuse to furnish our 
market to you.” This savors too much of a 


master’s command, and St. Louis op- 
-erators are not disposed to stand 
it. Speaking of the Board of Directors’ rea- 


sons for submitting this rule toa vote of the 
members, a member of the board said: 

“We did not care a#bout assuming the re- 
sponsibility of issuing the order ourselves 
that would prohibit the bucket-shops from 
using these Chicago quotations. If these 

uotations are refused the bucket-shops, the 
exchange will have a lawsuit on its hands, 
as the managers of the bucket-shops who are 
members of the Exchange will surely bring 
suit against us for refusing them one of the 
irivileges of amember. Then —e. if the 
ard had refused to accede to Chicago’s re- 
quest and that market had withheld their 
quotations, it would have provoked grumb- 
bling and discontent among some of our 
members. The board consequently thought 
it best to place the entire responsibility of 
the matter with the Exchange members. If 


they carry this rule by their votes, 
it becomes one of the laws of the 
Exchange, If the rule is not_ carried, 


and injurious results follow, Exchange 
members cannot blame the Board of Direc- 
tors.”’ 

A member said: “It seems humiliating 
that traders in a large market+like St. Louis 
should want minute quotations from other 
markets to trade on. Sneer at us as they 
may, St. Louis is a great market, and merely 
requires the advertising which has made 
Chicago the great center of speculation to be- 
tome fully as important as sheis. Let Chi- 
cago withdraw her quotations from_ this 
market. In thirty days St. Louis would be 
trading on her own ideas, as drawn from the 
degitimate influence of the supply and de- 
mand, the shipment of grain froin the coun- 
try and the exports out, and on the markets 
of the East and of Europe. It is a shame 
that St. Louis operators cannot make 4 trade 
without turning to the Chicago biack-board 
and being guided entirely by 
the fluctuations recorded there. It is for this 
reason 1 should like to see the rule voted 
down, and Chicago withhold her markets 
from St. Louis.” 

Mr. McEnniss: “I am not an enemy of the 
bucket-shops particularly, and I 
cazo wanis to close up the bucKet-shons let 
her do so without calling on St. Louis 
help her. If Chicag@is fool enough to shut 
St. Louis off from her quotations, let her do 
so. St. Louis cando without Chicago.

Web M. Samuel: “1 really have not given 
much attention to this matter, but 
will say this: “I do not believe in Chicago’s 
dictating to us in this, and I don’t like to en- 
courage these bucket-shops. They are de- 
moralizing to inoralsand to society, and I 
don’t like to see them encouraged.” 

J.C. MacGinnitie, of the Culver Commis- 
sion Company, said: “Itis nonsense to talk 
about our trading without the Chicago quo- 
tations. We should be like a feathér in the 
wind. If we refuse to accede to Chicago 

uotations they would have to go back to 

rst principles and allow the bucket-shops 
once more to use their quotations. 1 wantto 
see this rule carried. When the bucket-shops 
of the West tind they can’t get the Chicago 
market they will ask for St. Louis quota- 
tions, and in a month you will see St. Louis 
tickers and quotations ali over the country, 
and we will, on our increased orders that 
will naturally follow, be able to make quota- 
tions as fast as Chicago does now.” 

F. B. Shomaker, of Carrington & Casey: 
*‘] don’t believe we can refuse a member of 
this Exchange the privilege of using these 
quotations. There is one thing the cutting 
off of Chicago quotations would do—it would 
make us more independent. That is what 
makes Chicago the great market she is; she 
uses no other quotations to trade on but her 
own, and these quotations are scattered 
broadcast through the country, advertising 
Chicago to the whole word as the great 
specniative market center. If we had more 
mep like —— and and —, SAY 250 Scalp- 
ers like them in this market, It would do us 
more good than anything else. Such men as 
they are make the market. -Look—in- tiie 
Chicago pit at the surging crowd thatis there, 
and then ask any well-posted person who 


to Chicago to one that Chicago sends 
here, and if these quotations are not receiv- 
ed here not near the amount of business 
will be transacted between the two markets 
there is now.”

The Operations of Old Bill Muldrow in 
the Wilds of Missouri. 
Withers’ Mill Cor. N. Y. Sun. 


The writer has seen several sketches pur- 
porting to be of the original Col. Sellers. 

aving been reared near the birthplace of 
Mark Twain and the home of the celebrated 
Col. Mulberry, he takes the liberty of saying 
that, although some of the peculiarities 
ascribed to that individual may have been ob- 
tained from the aforesaid originals, yet the 
original Col. Sellers has never been written 
up. He was William Muldrow, commonly 
known as Bill Muldrow. e wasa farmer 
and speculator near Philadelphia, Mo. 
Philadelphia was then a village of few in- ‘ 
habitants and is still a mere post-o 

Bill Muldrow was the first man who con- 
ceived the idea of a railroad connecting the 
valley of the Mississippi with the Pacific 
slope. By some course of reasoning known 
only to himself, he reached the conclusion 
that Philadelphia could be made the future 
great city of the West, if not of the world, 
and with this end in view he perfected his 
plans tor the building of a railway that was 
to have San Francisco for its western ter- 
minus and for its eastern terminus Marion 
City, a boat landing on the Mississippi, 
about fifteen miles east of Philadelphia. 
Fully persuaded that there were ‘“‘millions in 
it,” he went East and confided to a few capi- 
talists his plans for buying up corner lots by 
the acre, and selling at $2,000per front foot 
in connection with his railr scheme, 

What sort of atalker he was, and how 
well he succeeded in imbuing these capital- 
ists with his own enthusiasm, may be imag- 
ined when we state that the sound of the 
hammer and saw, and the steady tramp of 
the hod-carrier in the lanes of Philadelphia 
soon succeeded the musical tinkie of the 
sheep bell. A fine brick hotel climbed moe 
by story toward the clouds. Blocks of build- 
ings rose taster than men could or would 
flock to occupy them. A wharf was erected 
at Marion City, and the embankment that 
was to reach from the Mississippi west to 
the great city of Philadelphia, and still west 
to the golden gate of the Pacific, was begun. 
Things were booming, butit was a surface 

oom, Deeper down there was a heavy 
undertow. 

Large sums of mOney were required. Mul- 
drow’s backers, beginning to mistrust the 
financial success of the scheme, became more 
niggardly in their advances. As the expenses 
became heavier the money with which to 
meet them grew less, and as, little by little, 
they fell behind, the array of bricklayers, 
the horde of jaborers on the embankment, 
and the gaeanvens and bridge builderé of 
Marion City, for like Venice it was on the 
water, became more clamorous for tneir pay. 

The crash came, as in such cases it inevit- 
ably must Come. Bill Muldrow was ruined 
financially, but, as he soon had occasion to 
demonstrate, notintellectually. The Sheriff, 
preparatory to making a levy, called on him 
for an inventory of his real estate. Bill was 
equal to the occasion, He gave in not only 
his own land, but interspersed between 
tracts much that was not hisown. Now, 
Muldrow, like many other unfortunate men, 
was blessed with sons-in-law, and to these 
he confided his scheme and asked their as- 
sistance. He described his own land min- 
utely and instructed them when to bid. 

The sale came off. ‘The first tract offered 
did not belong to Bill, and this soon became 
whispered around. The result was that the 
bidding was very slow, and the sale was 
about paralyzed. The sons-in-law scooped 
in the bona-fide tract for a paltry sum. 

Having saved his farm, Bill went to Cali- 
fornia, where he engaged in some kind of a 
land speculation, and where his fondness for 
lawsuits became proverbial. A ten-minutes’ 
conversation with him invariably reaulted in 
asuitatiaw. Failing to retrieve his for- 
tunes in the West, he returned in his oid age 
to the scene of his former triumph, and his 
ashes now rest in the country churchyard 
near his old home. 

Philadelphia still stands, a relic, not of 
what it was, but of what might have been. 
The hotel looms up, gray a grand in its 
utter desolation. The window glass is bro- 
ken, the walis are cracked, the ceifings are 


ling back to the dust from whence they 
caine. 

Marion City found a grave "mid the swirl- 
ing waters of the Mississippi in the great 
flood of ’81, but the embankment and the old 
rock bridge still fight their share of the bat- 
tle that always ends in oblivion.

THE TATTOOED HAND. 


How It Led to the Arrest of a Noted 
Draft-Raiser.

Shocking Suicide of the Prisoner-=A Texas 
Bank President’s Story. 


But very few more thrilling romances of 
crime have ever been recorded than that 
which Mr. J. C. O’Connor, President of the 


Third National Bank of Dallas, Tex., told to 


a Post-DisPATcH reporter while they sat 
together in the reading-room of the Lindell 
Hotel this morning. 

“ITamonmy way back home,” he said, 
“from New York, where I took part in a 
sickening tragedy, which was the closing 
scene of a transaction which, for in- 
genuity on the part of both the 
criminal and the detectives who caught him, 
is remarkable. Let me begin at the begin- 
ning: Towards the end of last March we 
received at the bank a letter from the Ex- 
change National Bank of Norfolk, Va., intro- 
ducing George Coleman, who, the letter said, 
was a stranger in our city, but would be 
identified when he called by means of his 
photograph and his signature, which were 
enclosed, and also by his having with him 
one of that bank’s $10 notes and alsoits draft 
upon the Hanover National Bank of New 
York for $3,340. The day that the letter 
arrived Mr. Coleman, a tall, well-formed and 
neatly-dressed man of about fifty, put in his 
appearance, asked whether the letter I have 
described had arrived, and, being answered 
in the affirmative, produced the draft and 
requested to haveitcashed. He tallied with 
the photograph which had been sentin the 
letter, and his signature corresponded with 
the one which had been forwarded; hence 
we had no hesitationin cashing the draft. 
The teller paid him the money and only one 
little incident served to give the transaction 
an individuality which caused it to be re- 
membered. As the man placed his signature 
on the back of the draft he covered the back 
of his right hand closely with the palm of 
his left. This attracted attention, but he 
said that since he had started South he had 
smoked continuously, which had made him 
nervous and shakv. He left the bank with 
the money and was not seen again for nearly 
amonth. In the meantime the draft had 
been sent forward to the New York bank 
and cashed, which showed that the transac- 
tion was areguiar one. December 16 Mr. 
Coleman 

AGAIN ENTERED. THE BANK 

and presented to the cashier another draft of 
the Exchange Bank of Virginia, but for the 
larger amount of $9,500, numbered 62,922, 
dated December 9, and drawn upon the Na- 
tional Park Bank of New York. The dif- 
ference in the bank upon which the draft 
was drawn and in the numbers of the drafts, 
excited attention, but, referring to the Bank 
Register, it was found that the National 
Park Bank was the Virginia bank’s princi- 
pal New York correspondent, which account- 
ed for the large size of the draft’s nuinber. 
Mr. Coleman told the cashier that he only 
wanted to draw $6,100 of the money and 
would leave the remainder on deposit for the 
present. The cashier scrutinized the draft 
carefully, found the signature to tally with 
that of the previous draft and paid 
out. the money as_ requested. When 
asked to indorse his name upon the draft, 
the man stepped to one side before he did 
so, and, as lhe counted the money, the cashier 
noticed a blue tattos mark upon the back of 
his right hand. ‘This fact, coupled with the 
man’s singular action when he indorsed the 
first draft, aroused the suspicions of the 
cashier, who questioned hiin upon sundry 
points. The man seemed somewhat con- 
fused, became taciturn, and after giving one 
or two short answers, said abruptly 

‘’LL SEE YOU AGAIN,’ 

and departed. ‘The cashier’s suspicions 
were heightened by this strange conduct and 
he again examined the draft closely, without 
discovering anything irvegular init. The 
day. Was Saturday; the hour 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon: the bank was crowded with cus- 
tomers; the next day was Sunday, and, ow- 
ing the law. which prohibits _ tel- 
egraphing in ‘Texas on the Sabbath, 
if any inguiry as to-Coleman were 
to be made there was but liftle time left in 
which to make it. The cashier laid the case 
before me, showed me the draft, which I de- 
cided bore every evidence of geruineness, 
and detailed to me what he considered the 
suspicious circumstances inthe case. I de- 
cided to telegraph to the Virginia bank and 
did so immediately. At7 o'clock that even- 
ing Lreceived an answer. Itran: 

‘Never issued draft to Coleman, December 
9, for $9,500, Think he must bea fraud.’ 

“Upon receipt of this message we came to 
theconclusion that the draft was a forgery. 
We hunted high and low fer 
Coleman. but without success, and a 
few days after his disappearance we 
heard again from the Norfolk, Va., bank, 
this time a letter which conveyed the inteli- 
gence that they had issued a draft under date 
of December 12 to G. B. Elliott for $19 and 
numbered 62,922, and wound up with the 
suggestion that, ‘if this is the number of the 
draft it evidently has been raised.’ ‘This re- 
vealed to us clearly the manuer in which the 
swindle had been perpetrated. We flooded 
the country with postal cards containing a 

DESCRIPTION OF PILE SWINDLER 
and especially drawing attention to the tat- 
too marks upon the back of his right hand. 
We heard nothing from him, however, until 
January 18th, when I received a_ telegram 
from Police In-pector Byrnes, of New York, 
whichran: “Think your man Coleman is here. 
Can you send some one to identify him?’ 
I answered that I would leave by that 
night’s train. Il did so and arrived in New 
York at 4 p. m., Monday, January 22. [ 
went at once to Inspector Byrnes’ office and 
told him my business. He said: ‘Go back 
to your hotel. You’ll hear from me before 
midnight.” At1l p. m. a detective came in 
and said tome: ‘We have your man. Come 
and identify him.’ When Coleman was 
brought in before me 1 at once ‘recognized 
him, though Iremarked that the full beard 
which he wore when in Texas had _ partia!ly 
disappeared and given place to burnside 
whiskers. When asked om long ago he 
had effected this change he answered, ‘Two 
months,’ but he claimed that he could not re- 
member the barber shop at which he had 
been shaved. He was asked to show the 
back of his right hand, and the tattoo marks 
were at once revealed. The identification 
was perfect and the man was remanded to 
the lock-up, pending the necessary proceed- 
ings looking to his requisition for transfer to 
Texas. In the meantime I learned from the 
New York police the manner of the man’s 
detection. It appeared that his real name 
was John Jennings, and that he was known 
by the aliases of George Coleman and John 
Stewart. Shortly atter he went back to 
New York, which was the headquarters of 
the gangof which he was a member, he was 
reported by the detectives as being in the 
company of two notorious forgers named 
Wilkes and Hargraves, and as bearing a 
close resemblance tothe description sup- 
plied by postal card of the man who had 
swindled the Dallas, Texas, bank. <A couple 
of officers were detailed to shadow him, but 
aiter a week he disappeared. Two other de- 
tectives were given the job and they man- 
aged to locate him at a saloon on the corner 
of Second avenue and Twenty-seventh street, 
kept by one Eddie Maithews, with whom he 
Was on very friendly terms. These de- 
tectives Were well satisfied that they had 
the right man in sight, but for a long’ time 
they were baffled in their attempts to see the 
back of theman’s right hand, which theyknew 
bore proof positive of the correctness or error 
of their suspicions. The man _ persisted in 
keeping the hand gloved. The left hand he 
would often uncover; the right hand was 
never exposed to view. One night the ade- 
tectives were engaged in 
SHADOWING THEIR MAN, 

who was at the time in the company of his 


friend the saloon-keeper, wben to their de- |

light the pair walked up to the box-office of 
Harrigan & Hart’s theater and purchased 
THE DETECTIVES WERE THE NEXT PUB- 
CHASERS, 
and they were lucky enough to secure seats 
immediately behind the suspect and his com- 
panion. During the play the former became 
overwarm and removed his overcoat. A few 
minutes later he removed his gloves, but so 
carefully that the back of the’ hand 
was concealed from view... In an 
unguarded moment, however, almost at the 
very close of the play, the man’s right hand 
was employed to acipa his collar at the 
back of his neck, and the tell-tale blue tattoo 
mark was revealed. That evening the In- 
spector of Police sent on the telegram which 
induced my visit to New York and the arrest 


of the prisoner. 

“Saturda , January 27, Detective John W. 
Spencer, of Dallas, Tex., grrived with the 
requisition, and the prisoner was turned over 

him. In accordance with the way in 
which Texas officers take care of important 
prisoners, Mr. Spencer, after he had receipt- 
ed for Coleman, produced handcuffs and 
shackles, and was about to secure him. The 
New York officer interposed objections to 
this course, however, stating that they never 
treated prisoners thus in that part of the 
country. They offered to assist in taking 
the prisoner to the depot and, over 
come by their representations, Mr. Spen- 
cer put the handcuffs back in his 
pocket. A carriage was waiting for us and 
the prisoner entefed it. 1 got in beside him 
and Spencer and a New York detegetive 
named Van Gretchen took the opposite seats. 
Another New York detective named Riley 
sat outside with the driver, so that there was 
but little chance for Coleman to escape, On 
the way to the station Coleman seemed very 
dejected. Atonetime he placed his right 
hand in his pants pocket and kept it there 
such a long time that he aroused suspicions, 
and, fearing that he might havea weapon, I 
placed my Som upon a derringer I was car- 
rying. I afterwards learned that the detec- 
tives, sharing my suspicions, had done the 
same. At the depot Coleman expected some 
of his pals to meet him and the disappoint- 
ment caused by their absence increased his 
dejection. As I was purchasing the 
tickets for the party I noticed 
that he put his Wand again in 
his pocket and drew something out. 
I was inthe act of handing the money over 
to the ticket-seller, when l heardacry, and, 
looking round, saw Coleman hacking away 
at his throat with a small pocket-knife, 
which, in some mysterious way, he had 
gained possession of. He had already made 
a horrible wound, and the blood was spurt- 
ing forth with such force that there was al- 
ready

upon the floor, The detectives grabbed him, 
but he fought them off desperately, erying, 
‘T’m doing allright! I’m doing all right!’ 
He was foreed from the depot, however, and 
one of the detectives clapped a handkerchief 
against the wound, which staunched the 
flow of blood somewhat. Fighting all the 
way, Coleman was at last taken into a drug 
store a block and a half distant from the de- 
pot. A doctor was brought, but the man 
retused to submit to his attentions, and we 
had actuaily to knock his feet from 
under him before he could overpower hii. 
At last the Doctor, whose movements were 
sadly impeded "7 the man’s struggles, 
finished dressing the wound, and an ambu- 
lance was brought to convey him to the City 
Hospital. As he was being carried out of 
the drug-store he called out: ‘Doctor, here 
are two letters,’ at the same time drawing 
from his pocket a couple of addressed en- 
velopes, one of which was addressed to Mrs. 
Jennings, his sister-in-law, and the other to 
Eddie Matthews, his friend, the saloon- 
keeper. This letter revealed his intention of 
suicide. It was signed John Stewart and 
ran: 

‘**You have done me a great many favors. 
I notice in the papers that a great many rail- 
road accidents are happening, and, as l am 
obliged to make a_ railroad trip 
don’t care to make, I would ask a still 
greater favor of you. That is, that you see 
that my body is not buried in the Potter's 
field, but shall be given to my friends.’ ” 

At midnight the unfortunate man died at 
the City Hospital. From revelations he 
made when he found his ease was hopeless, 
it appeared that he was one of a gang of op- 
orators who had swindled a number of, the 
banks of ‘Texas and New Mexico, making 
over $50,000 during the year. He was an old 
convict who had served a four years’ term in 
the Cherry Hill prison, Philadelphia, and a 
ten years’ term in Auburn prison, New York. 
We failed to get back any of the money 
which had been divided among the gang 
who disappeared as soon as Coleman got in- 
to trouble.”’
